SAY TRUSTEES ERR 

All Agree That Rule Violates 
Theory of Self-Govern- 
ment 



I'ririceton, N. J., .March 2 — In pro- 
irni iLgiilnst the ba.a imriotted by the 
board of irusfM <>t rrlnccton Univer- 
sity ngainsi uxo of" autotnobilos liy 
students, the Senior Council, tho utu- 
dont governing body, lias resigned. 

Tho coanclVfi letter of reslsnatlnn 
to tho student body eays the trustee*' 
ruling was '"reached with diarcfard 
for student opinion," and while the 
council was t.aldng no stand on the 
automobile: question' it wa.f ntandlng 
for tho fundamental of self-g^ivem- 
ment . The IS members of the council 
voted unanimously for the resignation 
resolution. 

Joseph Prenderga.ft of PIvajiston. III. 
chairman of the council and president 
of tho senior clans explained , that 
thrrc have been misunderstandlnirs as 
ho tho council's status. 

"Wo felt that under the present 
system the Senior Council Is allowed 
to pass rulings so long as they fit In 
with the admnistratlon plantf', he s.ald 
"Any other regulations are frowned 
upon." * 

Tho ncti'on of the trustees w.Ta said 
to have followed two attempts by 
tlio university itdmlnlstration to have 
the council po-ss additional régulation» 
over the. operation of automobiles l>y 
students but that tho council reruscd. 
Lost , year the council passed .a ruling 
rofiulrin'g students operating c.irs to 
luivo permission from the'.r parents 
and register their cars witli the dean 
of the collcgo and tho university 
police. 

These regulations Dean Chrfstian 
Causs held, fnllcd to provide an ade 
quato renie<iy. Tho new ruling, which 
requires consent of the president of 
the university or the dean of the col- 
logo for students of the university or 
the dean of Ihe-collcge for ntudonts 
toi own Or operate automobiles wilt go 
Into effect July 1.

DIVIDEDJN THflEE 

Morton Holt Addressed Pres- 
byterian Society 



The Literary and Philosophical So- 
ciety of the I'resbyterlan College mot 
in the college library Monday evening 
for an address and discussion on the 
tcacliing and philosophy of Browning. 
The discussion was led by Morton B. 
Holt, n.A., who has -tnade a special 
study of the works of Browning. 
To prepare the way, Holt gave a brief 
sketch of the life of the pout, showing 
the advantages hc'luid as a boy, which 
advantages ho made the best u.se of. 
Me pointed out that his education was 
unique, being versed in art, lltrcraturo 
and music. He was very fond of me- 
diaeval history! and many of his char- 
acters' belong to that age. 

His chief Interest, however, wa.s lit-, 
cralure to which he devoted himself. 
His greatest achievement was drama- 
tic monologue, which was brought to 
perfection by Browning. Holt then 
went on to divide Browning's works 
Into three groups, — those works writ- 
ten up to 1S40; those from 1840 to 
IS6!), which were his greatest produc-i 
tions; those written after 1869 which 
were purely philosophical. His idea 
of God is four)d in his religious pocni.s. 

Ile begins with the most crude con- 
ceptions, as portrayed in "C.ilubar" — 
this is not^a beautiful poem by any 
means, but yet It Is most valu.xble, 
giving us tjte prImlUve. view of God. 
More advaticed ideas of diety we have 
in the '^Epistle of Carcist" and 
"Clean". From these he works up to 
tlie Christian conception as portrayed 
In "Rabbi Ben Ezr.a" and "Saul". These 
are two very popular works of tirown- 
ing, marked by a depth of .Hplrltiial 
insight, dramatic energy, and coniivicl- 
ness of expression. The last half hour 
was spent in reading "Saul". 
•;Ur. ,John Williamson, M.A., libra 
rlan' of '.the college was present and 
took part In the dLscussion. Mr. 
Williamson is planning on having the 
society meet every Monday evening 
for informal discussion on some of 
the great poet.s.

MANY SPEECHES MADE 



Representative From iVIedica 
Faculties of Four Sister 
Universities Present 



Medical students of the University 
of Jlontrcal chose Mardi Gras for the 
occasion of Ihoir 34th ;innual b;in<|uet, 
and entered Into gaycty of the great 
evening with the zest and enthusiasm 
which none can ochlevo better than 
they. Their dinner, which was held at 
tho Queen's Hotel, was attended by a 
numl)cr of outstanding men In the 
1'^ anco-CajiadUin medical world, a.s 
well as by Mgr. Plctte, rector of the 
university. The guest of honor was 
Senator Rauol Çandur.-vnd. 

Two o£ tho graduating slijdcnlf, 
Jean Le.fage, who presided, and Eu- 
gene Thibault, .<ipokc for tho under- 
graduates. The 43 who arc complcUng 
their studies are the first batch of 
medical students who have gone 
through the .ilx-ycar study period. 
Student representatives from tho me- 
dical faculties of the University of 
Toronto, Queen's, AicGlll and I.<aval 
were present, luid Mr. Mitchell, of 
Queen'.", conveyed the greeting of those 
four slater Institutions. 

The other speeches were by Senator 
Dandurand, Afr. Dubo and Mgr. Plctte. 
In his introductory address, Mr. Le- 
Hsgo had commented upon the fact 
that medical students in Quebec arc 
less absorbed with politics and more 
with science than In former years. To 
this Senator Dandurand objected that 
with debaters such as the chairman 
and Mr. Thigault, the toss of auoh men 
would be ivird for Parliament. Tho 
Liberal loader of the Upper House em- 
phasized in his char.icterisUc manner 
the fact that life is an eternal school, 
whore work is harder and harder as 
the struggle for life boconjcs more and 
more intense, lie urged tho students 
to keep. In mind that devotion to duty 
come.s first and last In tho great medi- 
cal profession. 

Both Dr. Dubo and Mgr. Piette spoke 
in the same vein. Tho rector of the 
University of Montreal pointed out 
that the study of medicine has become 
so vast and .so diversified in modern 
times that nn enormous field of acti- 
vity is prcacnte<l to the .surgeon and 
tho physician. He spoke with pride 
of the achievements of Dr. Parizeau, 
one of the leading Intellectual lights of 
French -Canada, and congratulated the 
university upon having secured tlio 
services of such an out.itanding medi- 
cal authority .as Dr. Pierre .Masson, of 
Strassbourg. 

An exceptionally handsome and ori-

suicide." .Vot only experts J)ut now 
all public attention seems to bo fo- 
cused on a i>erlod ot life that has al- 
ways held great Interest. 

AU realize that the so-called suicide 
epidemic is very scrlou»; because the 
harm Is done when the disease Is dis- 
covered. That is. no one' ever pro- 
tended to have the .ability cf predicting 
who would commit suicide. 

Then too,' O'cry suicide case is an 
Inldlvldual one: and can be explained 
satisfactorily only with a detailed 
knowledge of the f.Teta of the victim's 
life. Yet some people, who know no- 
thing whatever about Ihe cour.scs of- 
fered by a modern university, have the' 
audacity to st.ite that college suicides 
arc directly due to a morbid intoiest 
in such abstruse topics as philosophy 
or p."<yrIioIogy. This Is decidedly er- 
roneous. A healthy understanding of 
these subjects cannot tall to lead to 
better. Instead ot poorer social tldap- 
tatlons and adjustments. 

The college l.s not at f.nult except it 
the course given does not tenj to bring 
out those qualities ot persistence and 
endurance which ch.iracterlzes hard- 
working pioneers. This Is done ex- 
cept In a few cases. Xo man working 
■his .way through college over at- 
teinjited .suicide, unless he developed 
insanity. Therefore If you feel a de- 
sire to suicide get busy, work hard, 
put your nose to the grlndstono, and 
there Is no doubt that all Ideas ot 
jiulclde will voiil.-ih.

Tho course of study includes 30 
lectures on cataloguing and classi- 
fication, 30 lectures -on book selcc- 
t'on, hibl ography and children's 111- 
ertiture, and 30 lectures on library 
adm'nlstratlon and reference work. 
The lectures aro supplemented by 
practical work and by visits to Mont- 
real libraries. 

Tho library school, wh'ch Is the 
oldest in Canada, was founded in 
1904 hy C. R. Gould, late librarian of 
the university, and Kince that time 
has had an almost, continuous exist- 
ence. 

Applicants for adm'sHlon to the 
course should be high school gradu 
atCs wltlh aptlliidc and personal 
qualification for llin-ary work and 
should give evidence of abll'ty to 
pursue profltaibly tho course. As- 
sistants already engaged in librsiry 
work for applicants with a defcnitc 
appointment to a library position are 
preferred .

Tlie three follo%vlng lec- 
tures .are entitled. "The Setting Up .and 
Testing of the Machiner}- for I'eacc"; 
"The Contributions ot Tho Le.aguc To- 
wards the Financial Recorvcry. of Eu- 
rope"; "Tho Special Tasks of The 
League." 

Tho following Is a brief resume of 
tho life and work of Sir'llerbcrt Brown 
iVmcs;- 

Ho was born in Montreal, .Time 27th, 
1863. His parent.9 were naturalized 
British subjects of AJiierlcan stock, lii 
1S85 he gi-aduated from Amherst Col- 
lege, Mass., wItJi a B.A. degree. In 
college ho was a Junior editor and a 
prominent fraternity man. In 19.15 he 
waa .given an honorary LL.D. by hi." 
Almu Mater. 

After leaving college Sir Herbert 
pursued a business career for a num- 
ber of years and was at this time 
eight years in the Municipal Council 
ot this city. In 1002 he waa elected to 
tho Canadian House of Commons and 
there reproscntcd the St. Antoine Ward 
for 17 years. During tho .war Sir Her- 
bert was the llonorary-Sccrotary of 
tho Can.odian Patriotic Fund. 

In 1919 he was askod to accept the 
position of Financial Director of The 
League of Nations, which post ho oc- 
ciipied for seven years. On his restgna- 
t'on aa Financial Director ho w.as ap- 
pointed isecond Canadian delegate at 
the recent Leaigu^ ,A»<je»n''ly. ■when 
Germany was admitted to member- 
ship. At tho pro.wnt time he la ad- 
dressing Canadian and American au- 
diences on features of Tho League's 
work. 

After tho second, tlUrd .and fourth 
ecturos a number of slides will be 
HhoT\-n illustrating The League In ac- 
tion. Those slides will bo shown .at the 
conclusion of the hour 'and those irtu- 
donts who can,: and care, to remain 
arc Invited to do so.
